To add Section 13 to Article VIII of 


the Constitution, relating to state in- 
surance. 


Whereas. at the biennial session of 


the legislature for the year of 1911, 
an amendment to the constitution was 


• proposed and agreed to by a majority 


of the members elected to each of the 
two housse, which proposed amend- 
ment is as follows: 


"Resolved by the assembly, the sen- 


ate concurring, That there be added 
to article VIII of the constitution a 
new section to read: Section 13. The 
state may grant insurance upon such 
risks and in such manner as may be 
prescribed by law, and the limitations 
or restrictions provided in the consti- 
tution shall not apply to this subject: 
Taut provision shall be made for annual 
accounting for all liabilities assumed, 
and for the separation and safeguard- 
ing of all funds and property held by 
the state on account of any such in- 
surance:" now, therefore, be it 


Resolved; by the assembly, the sen- 


ate concurring, That the foregoing 
proposed amendment to the constitu- 
tion of the state of Wisconsin be, and 
the same is hereby agreed to by this 
legislature. 


Xote. 
(If adopted, this amendment 


•will confer upon the legislature ex- 
prpss power to enact legislation pro- 
viding for state insurance.)

The postal department of the gov- 
ernment is making every effort to 
increase the efficiency of its service 
and to that end asks the assistance of 
the public as much as possible.

vice, the government wishes also to 
keep the economy feature of its ad- 
ministration, in -view in the interests 
of the people. With these objects in 
view, Daniel 0. Boper, first assistant 
postmaster general, has just issued 
the following instructions to post- 
masters, and it is hoped patrons will 
co-operate cheerfully with his order, 
as given below: 
"To Postmasters: It has come to 
the knowledge of the department that 
in many cities the street time of 
carriers Is materially increased by 
delivering mail at the rear or side 
doors of residences and places of busi- 
ness. If this is the practice at your 
office you should notify the patrons 
affected that after 60 days they must 
provide means for the receipt of their 
mail at front doors. 
Suggest that 
this means may be in the form of 
either a slot in the door or an ordinary 
house box. « » * Experience has 
shown that the complete equipment 
of the dwellings on a carrier's route 
with mail receptacles will effect a 
saving in the carrier's time of from

New Glarus owes its being to 


a public meeting held in 1844 m the 
village ot Srhwandt-n in the Canton 
of Glarus, Switzerland. It had been 
a verr ot crop failures and industrial 
stagnation and the villagers saw more 
Iran years ahead. They decided to 
send two scouts ahead to investigate 
the stories of prosperity in America i 
and raised a fund of $4.000 to pay the 
pxpenses of the scouts and enable 
them to purchase lands. On March 
If! 1S45 the two pioneers embarked 
embarked in a sailing packet 
from 


H-u-re for N'ew York. On May 6 they 
reached their destination but 
after 


making their way by rail, steamer, 
and stage to Chicago, they found thatj 
all the desirable timber land in Ohio, 
Illinois and Indiana had been sold and j 
onl prairie land remained for settle- 
ment. 
Like 
other 
European 
emi- 


grants, they did not recognize the ad- 
vantage of the fertile prairie lands, 
but continued on their search for a 
country like that of their fatherland. 
l p and down Illinois, Missouri, Iowa 
and Wisconsin they wandered until 
on June 24 they arrived, weary and 
discouraged, in the northern hills of 
Green county, Wisconsin. Here they 
found just such lands as they 
had 


hoped for, and on July 7 they bought 
1.200 acres with SO additional acres of 
timber and commenced building the 
rude Inrs that were to house the in- 
habitants of Xew Glarus. 
The origi- 


nal plans called for the departure of 
the colonists from 
Switzerland 
in 


1S46, 
bin the fever for emigration be- 


came uncontrollable and on April 16, 
1S45. a band of 103 persons of all ages 
clambered aboard an open boat and 
moved clown the Rhine, transhipping 
at Basle and again at Xew Dieppe for 
America. In the forty-nine days re- 
quired for passage two of the party 
died, but on June 30 the others ar- 
rived at Baltimore. From Baltimore 
to St. Ixniis tiie trip was made byway 
of the Pennsyl 'ania canal and north 
to Wisconsin 01 the Mississippi. The 
entire party arrived at New Glarus 
on Aug. .15. 1845, and began erecting 
their homes. 
Their settlement be- 
came the center ot a prosperous dairy 
industry and to this day visitors to 
New Glarus may still see many of the 
quaint old Swiss customs and there 
hear the dialect, of the pioneers who 
made the ourney to Wisconsin almost 
three-quarters of a century ago.

Now every boxer will pre- 
sent a list two yards or more long of 
men he has met. all marked no de- 
cision, but claiming an edge on the 
bout, nnd if some scribe has given him 
a shade on the bout so much the bet- 
ter. T'ne one advantage of the no- 
decision law. however, which tends to 
offset, the arguments, is that it elimi- 
nates gambling to a

extent,
